considerable extra labor and hours on 
us and put an extra stop to the very 
liberal policy in vague here a few months 
ago in the treatment of train men, we 
think will go far to prove) we have con­ 
sidered the case in all its bearings, and 
while working for considerable less than 
are the employees of other Western 
roads, we have not complained. 
We are 
aware of the erroneous idea entertained 
by some that men can work here for the 
same wages that are paid by some roads 
EaBt; but a few comparisons between 
the prices 
of 
actual 
necessities of 
life 
there 
and 
here 
will 
show 
how 
ignorant 
or 
thoughtless 
are 
those making 
any 
such 
assertions. 
For inBtacce, here we pay for a house to 
live in from 100 to 200 per cent, cn its 
cost; coal is considered reasonable at $12 
per ton; for a roll of butter we pay from 
80 cents to $1.25; and a much better meal 
can be had in Chicago for 15 cents than 
can be had here for 2o, and a better 
profit to the caterer. But of this enough, 
as we feel that too much should not”be 
asked of us, for we are now getting 
silaiy barely sufficient for a poor living, 
and if we cannot be paid for our services 
sufficient to feed and clothe our families 
decently and bring them up in surround­ 
ings other than poverty and want, then 
we do not care to continue longer in the 
employ of a company with every vestige 
of appreciation gone. 
We do not write 
this in any spirit of dictation or chal­ 
lenge, for we choose to think the article 
calling forth this reply a mistake, as 
are so many items pretending to en­ 
lighten the public on railroad affairs. 
But if it is, as some supj>ose, a feeler put 
out bv the company, then here is our 
reply. 
We feel and know that, so far 
as wages are concerned, the minimum 
limit has been reached, and in all ear­ 
nestness and sober judgment, and with 
a c » s’deration for the company’s wel­ 
fare, born of a desire to be fair, we pro­ 
nounce the article referred to as wholly 
false; for, in justice to ourselves and 
families, we cannot work for less. 
We 
close, folly bslieving the company has 
no such intentions as those imputed to 
them, and with a firm belief in the justice 
and fairness of their intentions toward 
us.

In flam m atory actio n o f sn y kind in the nose 
speedily ex ten d s i tí e ll to th e throat. 
From 
he th roat each breath we draw carrle* th e 
irritatio n onw ard and dow nw ard throu gh the 
bron chial tu bes; as th ese are involved th e sup­ 
ply o f air to th e lungs becom es gradually di- 
m inithed , tu bercules m ay form and bron ch itis 
cud in consum ption. 
r,Sore th ro a t” is the 
popular term used in speaking o f th ro at dis 
easts, d iffering w idely from each eth er in 
th eir nature and treatm ent. 
Th e th ro at com prises th e w hole space from 
the posterior nares dow n to th e en tran ce in to 
the w indpipe and gu llet. 
T h e several parts 
liable to disease are th e m u cous m em brane 
lin ing the th roat, th e m n co as fo licles or little 
f 
lands, w hich in Le-ilth, secrete the lubrlcat- 
ng m ucous, th e uvula or pedulus part w hich 
hangs down from th e cu rtoin of th e p alate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIM PLE SORE THROAT. 
Th e most sim ple form of th roat disease is 
in flam m ation of th e m ucous m em brane, re ­ 
su ltin g from recen t cold. 
I t is m ost prevalent 
in cold or dam n w eather. 
T h e sym ptom s arc 
a rou ghn ess in th e th roat, w ith a B ig h t pain 
and sw elling. T h e th roat looks red and angry 
and th e tongue 1b slig h tly coated w ith w hite 
fur. 
W ithin a lew days sm all w hitish spots, 
w hich look lik e u lcers, form on th e back of th e 
th roat and about th e root of th e tongue. 
If th e 
attack be m ild , th ere aphthous p oin ts disap­ 
pear at th e end o f th re f or four days, but when 
more Eevere th ey leave behind th em superficial 
ulcers. 
W heu th e acute in flam m ation is not 
e n tire ly rem oved it is lik e ly to degeneate into 
a ch ron ic form , and gradually develop w hat Is 
called gran u lar diset.se, or It m ay end In an 
abscess of the ton sil glands, or cause ch ro n ic 
enlargem ent of th e to n sils and elon gation ol 
the uvula. 
CHROMIC SORE THROAT. 
This. lik e n ear'y all affections o f th e th ro it 
and ucse, u su ally begins w ith a severe cold, 
end is alm ost alw ays attended w ith a hoarse­ 
ness. 
I t is m ore freq u en tly a m ere exten sion 
o f catarrh or sere th roat than an origin al dis­ 
ease. the Irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon th e d elicate organism of th is part, 
and th en ce gradually jo u rn ey in g onw ard to 
the luugs. 
W hen it occurs as a conseqi a ice of 
catarrh or eore th roat, th e sym ptom s are com ­ 
paratively m ild . 
T h ere m ay be pain but It is 
m ore com m on to find only a sense o f tick lin g 
w hich provokes cough. 
Many com plain of a 
sensation as »f “som ething stick in g th e re ,” to 
get rid o l w hich they keep up a íasp ing effort 
to clear the w iudplpe. 
Th e voice Is alw ays 
m ore or less affected, being rough iu th e carly 
Btai e. bu t m ore feeble a fter th e disease is fully 
established. 
T here is often a slig h t tenderness 
over th at prom in ence of the neck know n a< the 
“ Apple o f Adam ” [Pum nm A dam ), a h ea t and 
a sense o f tightn ess and frequ en tly som e slight 
difficulty iu sw allow ing. 
Th e causes w hich produce th is form o f dis­ 
ease are various. 
It arlfes in clergym 
' 
pu blic speakers and oth ers from too •_______ 
use of the voice. 
T h e vocal cords becom e e x ­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from strain in g and 
overuse. 
Dust and all irritatin g m atters in the 
air are liable to be drawn in to tho windpipe 
and produce irritatio n . 
It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore th roat, th e inflam m ation 
extend ing down to th e larn y x by reason o f the 
con tin u ity o f m ucous m em brane. 
B u t from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
alw ays a serious m alady. 
Th e ch ro n ic form 
threatens th e com plete d estruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends u n til It has involved 
th e lungs in disease. 
Every slig h t cold, every 
chan ge in (lie w eather, every n ight o f dust, 
feed* the irritatio n and in creases th e in veter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On th e oth er hand ch ro n ic laryngitis fre­ 
qu ently occu rs as a sequel of consum ption, 
and is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e irritatio n o f th e expectorated 
m atter. 
O ccurring as a consequence o f tu ber­ 
cles, it Is one o f the m ost distressing com p lica­ 
tions and addB greatly to th e p atient’s distress. 
In th is form there Is m ore or less u lceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on th e low er side 
and gradually extend ing upward. T h ese ulcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucous and cellu ­ 
lar m em branes, invo lving th e m uscular tissue 
and unt in freq uently attaek th e ligam ents and 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
th at o f th e lungs, and dependent upon it. we 
can on ly hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove Its cause, and th ese we 
have considered, and sh all m ore fully consider, 
un der th e head of “C onsum ption.’1 
In addition 
to 
in flam m ation , 
acn te or 
ch ro n ic, th e larynx Is liab le to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths a- d to 
polipi. 
U nder the 
actio n o f long continu ed Irritatio n th e vocal 
cords becom e th ick en ed , rendering th e voice 
husky aud in d istin ct. 
And again, we m ay 
have com plete loss of voice from palsy o f the 
cords, constitu tin g an affection know n to th e 
p h y sician s by th e term of ’ A pho nia.” 
Unless 
the rem edies are applied to th e sca t o f the 
disease it 1b useless to try te effect a cure. 
I t is 
for th is reason th at ju d icio u s in h alatio n s are 
successfu l when all other m ean* have been 
tried w ithout av ail. 
TONSILIT1B 
Is an acute in flam m ation o i th e tonsils, 
w hich con sists o f a collection or m ass o f sm all 
m ucous fo llicles or glan ds whose office Is to 
secrete a portion o f th e fluid w hich keeps the 
th ro at m oist. 
T h ere are persons w ho suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es 
often er, w ith an 
a tta ck o f acute in flam m ation of th ese glands 
T h e trouble begins w ith a slig h t soreness and 
sw elling, w hich gradually in creases u n til the 
a ct o f sw allow ing is attended w ith g reat snflbr- 
in g. 
T h ese glands are som etim es affected by a 
ch ro n ic in flam m ation , and are found enlarged 
and very m uch hardened. 
In such cases they 
secrete a th in , 
u n h ealth y, ir ilta tin * fluid, 
w hich Is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
th e disease. 
In th e th roats of inauy young 
persons th ese gland* are perm an en tly so la rge 
as to rend er reEpiration exceedingly difficu lt. 
Tho defective breath in g 
of 
ch ild ren thus 
affected often occasion s con traction o f th e 
chest, and lays the foun dation for consum p­ 
tion. 
Th e em ta ch la n tu bes (th e m outh* of 
w hich are ju st above th e p alate) are often in ­ 
flam ed, aud partial deafness is the result. 
M any p atien ts suffering from a th ro a t dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, aud suffer from depression 
- * “ *rita. 
So often does th is sym ptom present 
_ 
___ th a t it may alm ost be regarded as one of 
th e p ecu liar ties. 
Persons th us afflicted have 
usnally th e dark and dingy look o f th e face 
w hich denotes fu n ction al derangem ent o f the 
liv er. Th ey are frequen tly em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hyp ochrondrlacal, Irritab le and often e x ­ 
hausted from other causes, ia com bination 
w ith th is disease. 


GRAMULAR SORE THROAT 
Is th e m ost serious form o i tn roat disease. I t is 
so called because on looking Into th e th roat 
granulation s o f various sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and cau sing it to appear rough 
and u neven. 
Som etim es these grannlatloLs 
appear In patches, bnt generally they are regu 
lar and d istin ct. 
W hen allow ed to progressthe 
m ucous follicles of th e lary n x soon becom e in 
volved, and then we have added to th e other 
sym ptom s a hn skin ess o f th e voice in speaking 
or reading aloud, w ith a frequen t effort to clear 
th e w indpipe, by W hich a th ick , sticky, blolsh- 
colored m ucous 1* forced o ff w ith considerable 
difficulty. Th e transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore th roat la very easy. Th e patient 
becom es conscious of vexatiou s tltillatio n , pro­ 
d ucing a d e-ire to clear th e th roat several tim es 
during th e course of the day. 
He m ay not no­ 
tice tn is him self, bnt It is. nevertheless, ob 
served by bis friends. 
8om e m ouths later th is 
d isposition is found to have increased, and to 
be attended w ith an occasion al desire to sw al­ 
low, the p atien t—to a re h is ow n words—feeling 
som eth ing stick in g In h is th ro a t

A Proposition to Construct 
the City Sewers. 


THE RAPID TRANSIT FRANCHISE. 


Storm Water Drains Discussed at 
Length—Measures for Relief 
Proposed. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Hum phreys i:i the chair, 
and Counciimen Cohn, Book, Bosby- 
shell, Lovell, M athews, Ilanley, Mori 
arty, B arrett, Gibbs, H iller, Collins and 
Chandler present. 
A petition was received from property 
owners asking th at the grade of Hansen 
street be changed, as the present grade 
will be an injury to the property. The 
m atter was referred back to the property 
owners and contractor to settle between 
themselves. 
A bid was received from J. N. Perein 
for laying four-inch pipe at 65c. per foot 
from the Sixth-street Park. 
On motion of Captain Barrett the bid 
was accepted. 
Mr. Lovell presented a petition from 
property owners on Nevada street, ask­ 
ing patition to grade between Ninth and 
Tenth streets. 
On motion of Captain 
Barrett the petition was granted. 
Mr. H anley moved that the City Sur­ 
veyor prepare a system of storm drains 
from L ast Los Angeles. Adopted. 
Mr. Chandler called attention to the 
fact that the rain had ruined streets at 
Boyle H eights. 
He did not think that a 
street should be accepted until some 
provision bad been made for carrying off 
the water. 
A street should not be filled 
in over an arroyo without the construct­ 
ing of culverts by the contractor. 
Captain B arrett moved that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed to construct 
culverts on K uhrts street, Johnson and 
V irginia avenues. 
Lost. 
On motion of Miller the motion was 
reconsidered and adopted by a vote of 
11 to 2. 
C aptain B arrett moved that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed to put 
storm drains across the streets that are 
being paved. 
G eneral Baldwin said that it was 
necessary to do something of this kind if 
it was intended to keep the city dry. 
The motion w as lost. 
Mr. J . Damron appeared on behalf of 
Mr. McDonald, who asked permission to 
replace an old engine with a new one on 
Fourth street, between Spring and Fort. 
On motion of Mr. Hiller,M r. McDonald 
was given permission to run the engine 
until a new ordinance defining the limits 
in which such enterprises can be con­ 
ducted is drawn. 
M ayor W orkm an returned without his 
approval th e franchise of the San Gabriel 
Rapid T ransit Railroad Company, with 
the following m essage: 
I return herew ith, without my signa­ 
ture, the ordinance granting to the San 
Gabriel Valley Rapid Transit Railroad 
Company, a franchise for the construc­ 
tion of a railroad in the city of Los An­ 
geles, for th e reason that 1 consider the 
ordinance does not sufficiently restrict 
the company from switching in the pub­ 
lic streets, and also that in crossing Macy 
and Aliso streets and Summit avenue to 
Rio avenue, and thenca southerly over 
and along Rio avenue to First street 
there is no provision whatever what 
grade shall be used by the railroad com- 
any on these streets’, and I do not be- 
[eve the citizens interests have been 
sufficiently looked after. 
A route could 
easily be selected to go uuder Macy and 
Alam eda street* and Summit avenue and 
thence to F irst street by the use of a 
short under ground tunnel, which would 
do away entirely with the laying of tracts 
on the surface of streets. 
1 shall have 
no objections of approving an ordinance 
in which the city is fully protected from 
all dam age, by the granting of a rail­ 
road franchise, and as I understand, the 
company is ready to go to work at once. 
I suggest th a t you appoint a committee 
of three, from yonr body, to act with 
me, to confer 
with 
Manager Mon­ 
roe and have the 
points 
alluded 
to 
incorporated 
in 
the 
franchise. 
I 
enclose, 
also, 
a protest 
from 
property owners interested in the matter. 
On motion of Mr. Book, Messrs. Book, 
M athews and Collins were appointed as 
the com mittee.

A f t e r n o o n K e n io n . 
On motion of Mr. Cohn the action 
adapting th e Rapid Transit franchise was 
reconsidered. 
The City Attorney reported th a t the 
citizens injured were entitled to bring 
suit for dam ages caused by b'asting on 
Ingraham street, and that the recovery 
in case of judgm ent would be against the 
bond held by the city. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the Secretaiy of 
th e Board of Education be requested to 
furnish the yearly account of the depart­ 
m ent, as required by the chat tor. This 
was necessary in order that it m ight be 
determ ined as to whether there was a de­ 
m and for more money than had been 
allowed. 
The Board of H ealth recommended 
th at the Board of Supervisors be re­ 
quested to pay $10,000 as the share oi 
the county for taking care of smallpox 
patients. Adopted. Also recommended 
th a t no more county patients be cared 
for until an equitable arrangem ent is 
entered into. 
Mr. Collins moved that the Street Su­ 
perintendent construct temporary storm 
drains across Sixth street at Olive and 
H ill streets, and across N inth at Main. 
On motion of Mr. Lovell these temporary 
drains were ordered wherever necessary. 
A representative of the property own­ 
ers in the neighborhood of Second and 
Pearl street asked that a pond be drained 
in that neighborhood. 
The property 
owners asked th at the city furnish a 
couple of hundred feet of pipe and they 
would do the work. Captain B arrett 
said th at there was no use in putting in a 
sm all am ount of the pipe to carry the 
w ater to some other point where it would 
stand and be complained of. 
On m otion of Mr. Book the matter was 
referred to the City Surveyor to report a 
cheap way out of the difficulty. 
Mr. Chandler moved that hetoafter no 
street be accepted when graded unless it 
has been 
provided with storm-water 
drains. Carried. 
It was stated that it was the fault of 
the former City Surveyors that so many 
pockets had been formed for the collec­ 
tion of water, and it was the fault of the 
contractors th a t culverts had not been 
constructed as provided in the contracts. 
TO SEWER THE CITY. 
City A ttorney Daly presented the fol­ 
lowing proposition. ’ 
I think it is beyond question that no 
other city of the United States claiming 
a like position in population, wealth and 
intelligence can be found in a like sani­ 
tary condition to Los 
Angeles 
city 


Without pausing to descant on the causes 
leading to this condition, hut recognizing 
the fact that the financial interests and 
sanitary welfare of this entire communi­ 
ty dem and that immediate and effective 
a tion be taken in the direction of fur 
nisbiDg this city with a complete system 
of sewerage, consistent with sanitary 
laws and scientific appliances. 
And 
with this object in view I will lay be­ 
fore your honorable body a proposition lo 
be governed by the ordinary rules of 
business and the laws of the State cf 
California, the city to know just what it 
shall receive, as shown upon maps and 
profile, and what it shall pay for it wheD 
recei ved - 
First—A good and sufficient bond Bhall 
be given to the city in any required sum. 
conditional for the faithful performance 
of any contract that may be entered into. 
Second—All of the Council proceed­ 
ings, record entries of tl e Clerk and 
Superintendent of Streets shall be ap­ 
proved by the undersigned. 
Tbird. The City Council shall pass 
and the Mayor approve all ordinances 
and resolutions required by the laws of 
the State to give validity to the proceed 
ings and the final contracts, and such 
further ordinances and resolutions as 
may be necessary for the introduction 
and enforcement of an approved sanitary 
system of sewage. 
Fourth. I will have furnished all the 
materials and labor required in the con­ 
struction of the entire sewage system of 
the city, according to the Eaton plans or 
such other plans as the Council may 
adopt; all the materials to be of the 
highest grade «'the Akron pipe now in 
the city yard to be used ana the city al­ 
lowed the same price as allowed in the 
construction of the system for the same 
pipe). 
All lateral sewers to be assessed 
pro rata upon 
the property fronting 
thereon, as by law provided. 
All inter­ 
cepting main and branch m ain sewers to 
be assessed upon all lands affected or 
benefited thereby, as by the general law 
provided ; but said assessm ent shall not 
>e 
paid 
until 
the 
property 
as­ 
sessed is reached 
in the construc­ 
tion of the system 
and connection 
therewith, made available by the con­ 
struction and completion of the sewers in 
the assessment section of the work, 
within which the property assessed is 
situated. The price to be paid to be de­ 
termined by the Council and other party, 
and fixed at a maximum price or sum 
per linear foot, within each assessment 
district. 
Work to be commenced five 
days after signing of contract, and vigor­ 
ously prosecuted to completion. To com­ 
mence delivery of sewage of the central 
sewage district at the south boundary of 
the city within ninety days after com­ 
mencement. The entire system, when 
complete and paid for, shall be turned 
over to the City of Los Angeles free and 
discharged from all debts, liabilities or 
obligations for materials or labor. 
Fifth. I will have constructed and com­ 
peted an outfall sewer from the south 
joundary of the city to the Pacific ocean 
according to any plans and specifications 
adopted by the Council, said sewer to be 
paid for by bonds of the city, or in gold 
coin, or both, or by assessm ent upon all 
the lands, lots, etc., (linear assessment) 
as 
provided by law, 
bonds to be 
payable in ten years if desired; the price 
to l>e paid to be determ ined by the 
Council and other party contracting. 
Sixth—Or will construct the necessary 
outfall sewer lines required for the most 
approved sewer farm , furnishing land, 
or city to furnish land, specifications to 
be adopted by Council, and price to be 
determ ined by contracting parties. 
Should this proposal m eet with the 
approval ot your honorable body, I will 
devote myself at once in the direction to 
furnish this community with the most 
perfect sanitary system of sewage that 
may be had. 
Respectfully, 
J . E. D aly. 
Mr. Daly said that he had made the 
proposition in his capacity as a citizen, 
and not as an officer of the city. That 
the city was in great need cf a sewer 
system was adm itted on all sides, and he 
had devoted about a year and a half of 
careful study to the m atter, and had 
gone over the entire field thoroughly, 
and now was prepared to do just as he 
proposed. 
The people with whom he 
was connected were men of large capital 
and had discussed the m atter thor­ 
oughly, and the money was ready to be 
put into the work at once. 
If the propo­ 
sition was accepted they vere ready to 
commence work at once, and would 
commence the delivery of the sewer 
system in ninety days. They would start 
work at any point desired, and at 
several points, and would push the work 
ahead at a very rapid rate. 
They would 
put several large bodieB of men at work, 
and would turn over as perfect a sewer 
system asjthere is in the world, just as 
the law provided it should be turned 
over. They were ready to give a bond in 
any am ount required for the faithful per­ 
formance of the contract, and Mr. DaJy’s 
associates bad asked that he should pass 
upon all the resolutions passed by the 
Council and all entries made by the City 
Clerk and Street Superintendent, so that 
there should be no question as to the 
legality of the m atters connected there­ 
with later on. If the W est system was 
adopted they would build the system to 
the company’s works, or if it was not 
adopted then they would build an out­ 
fall to the ocean, not to the shore, but 
out into high water, or they w'ould 
furnish land for a sewer farm , or, if the 
city desires to furnish the land, they 
will deliver the sewage there, or will 
agree, in case the sewer farm does not 
work satisfactory, to build the outfall 
They were ready to coma forward and 
furnish the money for the sewers and to 
collect for them when the work has been 
performed. 
Thus no property owner 
would have to pay until he could connect 
with the sewer. 
If the citizens desired a 
sewer system they were ready to go 
ahead at once and furnish 
Mr. Lovell moved that the proposition 
be referred to the Sewer Committee to 
report upon as early as possible. Carried. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the City 
Clerk notify the South Side Irrigation 
Company to bring forward its contract to 
have it canceled. 
Mr. W. S. Maxwell aid that arrange­ 
ments were under way for a combination 
between the Pacific Sewer Company 
and the Booth Side Irrigation Company. 
Mr. Daly said that the South Side Irri­ 
gation Company h ad offered once to sur- 
reuder its contract, but the offer had 
been refused by the Council, lie advised 
that the better way to go about the mat­ 
ter waa to request the South Side Irriga­ 
tion Company to confer with the com m it­ 
tee and agree upon a time when it will 
give up the sewage. 
On motion of Captain Barrett the mat­ 
ter was referred to the Sewer Committee 
to report upon at the next meeting. 
The special committee appointed to 
examine into the conduct of Mr. Morton 
reported th at the difficulties had been 
adjusted and that he had turned over 
bis books and maps to the City Surveyor. 
The bond of Mr. Perein for laying pipe 
on Sixth Btreet was approved. 
Bids were received for constructing a 
storm drain on Fifth street from Frick 
Bros, at 66c. per foot for the pipe, 45c. 
for excavating and $24 for each catch 
basin. The contract was awarded to the 
bidder. 
W hen the billa came up for approval, 


Mr. Humphreys said that he should not 
vote in favor of paying out any money 
for the New City Hall, which would be 
a isgraco to the city with its barn-like 
roof. 
M r. Cohn asked him to present his ob­ 
jections to the City Hall at once, for the 
present was the tim e to have it changed. 
The bills were ordered paid. 
A communication was received from 
A. W orkman who asked that the rent for 
the Boyle Heights engine house be paid. 
Referred to the Mayor for his reasons for 
refusing to sign the warrant. 
A contract with A. S. Bent for laying 
pipe on Hewitt street was approved.

The Loe Angeles and Salt Lake City 
Railway, details of which have hereto­ 
fore appeared in the H e r a l d , is a tub- 
Btantial corporation which is backed by 
the heaviest capitalists of the TJni'.ed 
States. 
For years past—easily ten, yea, 
fourteen years ago—the extention of the 
U tah Southern, a project of the Union 
Pacific Railway, was a scheme which 
was often mentioned in the columns of 
the newspapers of Southern California. 
The terminus of the U tah Southern was 
at Callville, at th e headw aters of the 
Colorado river. The road was pushed 
forward very slowly, but its objective 
point was advanced to Los Angeles from 
Callville at date of latest mention. 
In the last fonr or five years the revi­ 
val of this project has frequently given 
occasion for a newspaper paragraph. All 
the schemes proved ephemeral. 
In the 
present instance the H e r a l d has posi­ 
tive information that sufficient capital is 
invested to make the enterprise a suc­ 
cess. In addition to the names given to 
the public, we are in possession of private 
information which, we repea*, identifies 
the heaviest capitalists of the United 
States with the Los Angeles and Utah 
Railway. 
The road itself will traverse a country 
indescribably rich with 
silver galena 
ores. These are needed as a flux for the 
illimitable 
rebellious 
ores 
of 
Ari­ 
zona, Southern California and Lower 
California. At Los Angeles it is pro­ 
posed to establish the largest reduction 
works in the world to treat these various 
ores. 
The Los Angeles and U tah Railway 
will traverse a region remarkably inter­ 
laced with coal, and the coal is of a 
quality which cokes very readily. One 
of the leading promoters of this road says 
that they will be able to deliver the finest 
grade of coal both in Chicago and Los 
Angeles at $4 a ton. 
It is difficult to put 
a limit to the manufacturing and sm elt­ 
ing future which such a prospect opens 
up to Los Angeles. I t will make this 
city the smelting center of the largest 
treasure-bearing measures in the world. 
The gentlemen who are promoting this 
superb project ask but little of our 
people, and that little ought to be very 
readily conceded. They offer to build a 
levee on the E ast side of the I/>s Angeles 
river from Hoff street to Eighth street, 
and all they exact is that the city shall 
give them about five acres which the 
municipality owns between Hoff Street 
and Downey avenue, along the banks of 
the river—really river bottom—five to 
eight acres south of Hollenbeck avenue 
E ast of the river, an d also bottom land 
and fifteen to eighteen acres on the East 
side of the river below the line of Eighth 
street, all low lands—or river bottom 
lands. This is really a very moderate 
dem and, and should be readily conceded. 
The Los Angeles and U tah Railway, 
we are glad to say, has secured the right- 
of-way to the ocean, and also valuable 
privileges on Rattlesnake Island, which 
give it harbor facilities of great value 
and moment. As the project is certain 
to be completed, and as its completion 
will give Los Angeles another transcon­ 
tinental railway, we wish it God speed. 


A n E n k a r r a u l n g P a a l i lo n . 
There is a strong determ ination on the 
part of Republicans to enjoy the spoils of 
office. The last of the Israelites after the 
fleshpot8 of Egypt is as nothing to the 
yearning of the average member of the 
God and Morality party to ignore the 
Civil Service professions of his party. In 
yesterday’s issue of the H e r a l d we 
called attention to the exultant beading 
of a W ashington letter to the Exprés» 
w hich, referring to the Democratic occu­ 
pants of office, said "they will be fired.” 
Their hold on office was in no Eense to 
depend on m erit or on the letter or spirit 
of the existing Civil Service law. They 
were not to be allowed to resign. They 
were not even to be civilly dismissed in 
contravention of the Civil Service law. 
They were "to be fired.” A roustabout’s 
phraseology was adopted to give full and 
energetic momentum and velocity to 
their extrusion from all places of trust 
and profit. 
On the other band, Mr. Lyman, of the 
Civil 8ervice Commission, says 
that 
General Harrison will probably recog­ 
nize the existing law. 
It is worthy of 
rem ark that both the Republican and 
Democratic mem bers of the Civil Service 
Commission 
bear testimony 
to Mr. 
Cleveland’s honest attem pt to carry out 
the so-called reform. 
Mr. H arrison’s anti-election attitude on 
the m atter adm its of no misconception. 
He said in his letter of acceptance: 
The law regulating appointments to 
the classified Civil Service received my 
support in the Senate in the belief that 
it opened the way to a much-needed 
reform. I still think so, and therefore 
cordially approve the clear and forcible 
expression of the Convention on this 
subject. 
Only the interest» of the public 
should suggest 
removals from 
office. 
It will be my sincere purpose, if elected 
to office, to advance the reform. 
The Chicago Convention was equally 
unreserved upon this point. Unless that 
body of the assembled wisdom of the 
Republican party of the United States 
was engaged in the business of "spread­ 
ing molasses to catch flies,” it meant 
something when it formulated the follow­ 
ing significant plank in its platform : 
The reform of the Civil Service auspi­ 
ciously begun under the Republican ad­ 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all the 
grades of the service to which it is ap­ 
plicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the 
reform should be obberred m a ll executive 
appointments, and all the laws at varí­ 
am e with the object of existing reform 
legislation should he repealed, to the end 
that the dangers of free institutions which 
lurk in the power of -official patronage 
may be wisely and effectually avoided. 
Nevertheless we 6hall see w hat we 
shall see. 
Probably 
no Democratic 
placeman feels his tenure of office any 
more secure on account of these utter­ 
ances. 
It simply makes the position of 
General Harrison very embarrassing— 
very much so indeed. 


"A n e w country makes a mistake in 
taxing improved land higher than that 
which is barren because it is cultivated,” 
was the very sensible remark of an ob­ 
servant citizen. 
"A sneep ranch or a 
townsite is taxed at a nominal rate. 
An 
orange farm or vineyard alongside of it 
is assessed for perhaps $100 per acre. 
The land is equally good—one is im 
proved, the other barren.” 
The above, from the Tribune, shows 
that the gentleman interviewed—and we 
presume he represents a large class—is 
not aware that the Constitution and laws 
of this State explicitly provide "that 
cultivated and uncultivated land of the 
same quality and similarly situated shall 
be assessed at the same value.” If this 
wise provision has not been carried 
ont by the 
County Assessor, then 
he 
has 
added 
one 
more 
offense 
to the many he has committed against 
the public good in this county. 
That 
provision was placed in the New Con­ 
stitution for the express purpose 
pre 
venting recalcitrant owners of large tracts 
land of from devoting them to sheep 
pastuarage instead of cultivating or divid­ 
ing them up. The principle has in the 
past operated beneficially in this county, 
It has compelled the subdivision of large 
tracts, which it would not pay to lease to 
sheep when they were taxed as high as 
adjoining lands under cultivation. 
If 
our County Assessor has reversed the 
rule in any instance, and taken the value 
of uncultivated land as the basis of assess 
ing cultivated, we wonld like to know it. 


The outstanding bonds of this State

And echo 
answers, "W hy not?” 
The New York World, of a recent date 
has the following pleasant thing to say 
in this connection: 
It is intimated th at Mr. Harrison will 
certainly choose his Secretary of the 
Treasury from Indiana, and John ( ’. New 
is named as the man. But our prediction 
is that the head of the Treasury will be 
found in New York, and that his name is 
W arner Miller. Pacific Coast people say 
that Mr. M. H . DeYoung, of the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle, is booked for the Post- 
master-Generalship. It is about time 
that a newspaper man was being properly 
recognized. 
We think that the press of 
the country would endorse the elevation 
of Mr. De Young to the Cabinet purely 
as a m atter of professional pride. 

The present Post­ 
master-General has been a newspaper 
m an, and he would be very fittingly re­ 
placed by another member of the Fourth 
Estate. 
We suspect that the real diffi­ 
culty would be to get Mr. De Young to 
accept the position. The editor of a great 
metropolitan newspaper occupies a posi­ 
tion so amazingly above that of a cabinet 
minister in opportunities of geunine use­ 
fulness that the editor of the Chronicle 
would probably not regard it as promo­ 
tion to be Postmaster-General. 
For our 
part we would rather be owner and edi­ 
tor of two San Francisco journals we could 
name than be President. 


votes of Democrats, he increased Cleve­ 
land’s majority of less than eleven hun­ 
dred to eleven thousand. Only Republi­ 
can politicians, of an unintelligent sort 
for a m om ent dream tbet a man who 
could supplem ent these evidences of per­ 
sonal strength by being elected Governor 
of New York by a plurality of nearly 
twenty thousand, when Cleveland was 
defeated by a plurality of nearly four­ 
teen thousand, could be either cor­ 
rupt or treacherous.

The two Mugwump organs of 
New York, that have never lost an op­ 
portunity to show their dislike for the 
Democratic party, have begun a new 
series of lies against tin popular and vic­ 
torious Governor because he succeeded 
where the national ticket failed. The 
issues of the contest in the State and the 
nation were very different. 
In the State

T h e Express tries to convey the im ­ 
pression th a t the municipal adm inis­ 
trations of this city for the past twenty 
years have been Democratic, w ith the 
exception of four years, when Major 
Toberman and Mr. Spence served as 
Mayors.

WIRINGS. 


A (juiet Year for the Nation's 
Defenders. 


GENERAL SCHO FIELD 'S REPO RT. 


E i-M iu ister W est G ets E ven W ith 
A m ericans by H olding an 
A uction Sale. 


Associated Press Dispatches to th e H e r a l d ' 


W a s h in g t o n , November 19.—-Major- 
Generalh Scofield,commanding the arm y, 
in his annual report say s: The past year 
has been one of peace among the Indians 
formerly so troublesome in the Division 
of the Pacific. 
The troops have been 
fully occupied in rifl“ practice and other 
duties sim ulating those of actual war. 
In the Division of the Missouri (with a 
single exception, consisting of the sup­ 
pression of disorder among the Crow 
Indians) the use of troops has been lim ­ 
ited to the prevention of possible trouble 
with Indian tribes. The troops of the 
Division of the Atlantic have been fully 
and constantly occupied. 
The system of 
practice of artillery with heavy sea-coast 
gnus has been steadily developed and 
' 
now 
adopted 
for 
the 
entire 
sea coast of the country. 
The zeal and 
efficiency displayed by officers and men, 
and the progress already made, give 
grounds for confidence that the troop3 
will be fully prepared to handle effect­ 
ively weapons of modern construction 
and of large calibre as soon as such 
weapons can be made ready to be placed 
in their hands. 
General Sjhofield rec­ 
ommends that two regiments be added 
to the artillery without any material 
change in the num ber of officers, neces­ 
sitating the addition of about 5,000 to the 
number of enlisted men now allowed by 
law. 
Referring to 
fortifications, General 
Schofield said during the past twenty 
years the necessities of the service of the 
Indian country have caused the posts 
along the seabord and northern lakes to 
be correspondingly neglected. Time and 
circumstances now seem peculiarly favor­ 
able to placing the sea coast and froutier 
of the country in a state of cecurity. 
Reference is made to the im pairm ent 
of the efficiency of the arm y through the 
absence of officers from their regiments 
or corps. It is said the eervice would be 
greatly benefited if such officers as are 
disabled could be retired and their places 
filled by young and active men. 
DESERTIONS AND HOW TO PREVENT THEM. 
There were 2,436 desertions from the 
army during the past year, and the 
average of desertions for each of the last 
five years was 1.03 per cent. 
General 
Schofield recommends that the reward 
forfthe arrest of deFeiters be increased to 
$100, to be taken out of his retained pay, 
and tiiat United States M arshals, Sher­ 
iffs and police officers Ire authorized to 
arrest and deliver deserters; that at least 
half the pay of soldiers hereafter enlisted 
be 
retained 
until 
they 
have ful­ 
filled their contract of service, making 
exceptions in cases of men known to de 
vote their pay to the support of deDend 
ent relatives, and 
that it be made 
practicable in tim e of 
peace for an 
enlisted m an to dissolve his contract of 
enlistm ent in a m anner honorable to 
himself and just to the Government, by 
obtaining his discharge with the for­ 
feiture of so much of his retained pay as 
may he 
necessary to reimburse the 
United States for expenses. 
In his report to the Major-General, Ad­ 
jutant-G eneral Drum calls attention to 
the evil of desertion, which may be 
greatly lessened by the adoption of rem ­ 
edial measures, such as the redaction of 
the term of service from five to three 
years, and the right to purchase a dis­ 
charge.

L o n d o n , November 19.—In the Com­ 
mons this evening Madden, Solicitor- 
General of Ireland, in the absence of 
Balfour, who is ill, brought in a bill to 
further facilitate the purchase by tenants 
of land in Ireland, by adding £5,000,000 
to the am ount applicable under the Ash­ 
bourne act. 
He desired that the Ash­ 
bourne act should be a great success. 
There had been 14,338 signed agree­ 
ments for the purchase of land, of which 
8,632 had been completed. 
Only two 
courses were open to the Government: 
one was to abandon the scheme of land 
purchase, and the other to extend the 
act. The fact that the act has been a 
conspicuous success, has justified the 
Government 
to seek to enlarge its 
operations. 
W hen Madden 
finished, Gladstone 
moved the following am endm ent to the 
Government proposal: 
That in lieu of 
voting £5,000,000 it is expedient, in view 
of the lamentable sufferings arising from 
the recent evictions, 
to extend the 
land law of 1887 so as to empower the 
courts to reduce or cancel arrears of rents 
found to be excessive. 
He complained that the Government 
had broken its pledge to the House after 
obtaining the whole command of the 
time at the disposal of the members, 
under the engagement that no contro- 
versal measures should be introduced. 
Hero was a bill of first importance 
challenging 
discussion. 
It was sub­ 
mitted with the threat that it would be 
put forward daily until settled. 
H is pro­ 
test was equally against the mode of pre­ 
senting the bill and the method in which 
the discussion was to he pressed. 
His 
am endment did not strike at the Ash­ 
bourne act, nor would it necessarily stop 
its operation. 
He objected to it because 
of the am ount dem anded. 
It was the 
manifest design of the Government to 
withdraw the subject of Irish land from 
the view of Parliam ent for several years. 
[Cheers]. That was not a course which 
could be allowed. The opposition weie 
not insensible to the value of the 
land purchase. H e did 
not 
desire 
to see the landlords or any other class 
removed in a body. 
He wanted to see 
them not less but a great deal more Irish 
than they were, and to see them resi­ 
dents instead of absentees from Ireland. 
The principle of previous land acts was 
totally different from the Ashbourne 
act, under which £6,000,000 were ob­ 
tained, apparently as a precedent for 
a furtner £5,000,000, thus drawing the 
House by slow degrees into a system 
from which there was no escape; putting 
the land into the hands of the State, 
making the State the im mediate land­ 
lord without proper guarantees. 
He (Gladstone) had always objected 
to the Ashbourne act as giving an initia­ 
tive. 
It was certain th at this bill wonld 
give the landlords a leverage to bring up 
the rents, which would enable only a 
handful of tenants to acquire holdings; 
certainly it would assist the landlords in 
their land purchase scheme, but under 
what inadequate and precarious security 
for the repaym ent of the advance. 
The 
Government was not justified in relying 
on tenants to pay, after the recent de­ 
claration of Lord Salisbury that the ma­ 
jority of three million in Ireland were 
bent upon putting down the m inority of 
two million, in order to get at and rifle 
their 
pockets. 
[Cheers.] 
If 
the 
Government 
had the tenants’ wel­ 
fare 
earnestly 
at 
heart, 
instead 
of supporting the landlords they would 
relieve the 
distressed tenants; 
they 
would deal with arrears instead of pres­ 
sing a dangerous measure which pro­ 
vided machinery for preventing the re­ 
duction of rents, and which afforded fa­ 
cilities for augum enting rents and m ulti­ 
plying evictions with all their horrible 
incidents. 
Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
denied that the Government was pledged 
not to introduce contreversal measures 
daring the winter session. 
G ladstone’s 
statem ent that if the Government had 
asked just fufficient to keep the act in 
operation until the next session, it would 
have been granted, was incorrect. 'The 
im mediate expectation of the Ashbourne 
act was a necessity. It was desired by the 
tenants. The Government was prepared 
to deal with the arrears in due course of 
time.

Sheep, 
numbering 2,315,269 head, are valued at 
$3,473,578; while the wool output, es­ 
timated at 30,000,000 pounds, has been 
assessed at only 857,400 pounds. The 
wine product of 1887 is assessed at 
9,216,192 gallons, valued at $1,483,595. 
The report comments on much ill- 
proportioned assessment, and says the 
Supervisors, by more carefully regarding 
their duty, can do much to diminish this 
evil. 
LICK TRUSTEES SUIT. 
The Lick Trustees filed a suit in the

Powers. 


HIS DEMANDS PROMPTLY MET. 


Rumored Ocean Collision—Notes 
of Crime and Accident—Po­ 
litical Item s.

I ndianapolis, November 19.—The de­ 
sire of the delegates to the General As­ 
sembly of Knights of Labor, to continue 
Powderly as their Chief, has been ex­ 
pressed to him formally. The seven dele­ 
gates who represent the Canadian As­ 
semblies called on him and asked him 
to accept the office once more. He gave 
them to understand that be would do eo 
providing he could choose his own ad­ 
visers on the General Executive Board. 
Everything indicates that he will be 
given his wish, and there is now only a 
difference of opinion regarding the way 
it shall be done. One plan is for him to 
choose eight names, four of which will 
be elected by the Assembly. 
Another plan contemplates the nomin­ 
ation of four men. 
If any be rejected, 
new names shall be presented, until the 
number is complete. Under any circum­ 
stances Powderly will undoubtedly con­ 
tinue in office and will choose his own 
cabinet. Canada wants to be represented 
on the General Executive Board. 
The 
South has a like desire, and a movement 
is on foot looking to the selection of some 
representative business men. 
It is reported that a proposition look­ 
ing to the formation of an entirely new I 
constitution has been made to the Gen­ 
eral Assembly and is being considered 
by the proper cómmittee. As there is a | 
strong feeling in favor of a radical re 
vision of the present constitution, there 
is little doubt that the new constitution 
will have many supporters. 
Barry has ready another installment 
of his attack on the Powderly adminis­ 
tration, and it is said that he will keep 
up his denunciation in the form of long 
articles for several days to come. 
The morniDg session was devoted to 
matters from the Committee on Appeals 
and Grievances.

Last week Geo. F. Detweiller, editor 
a Chicago labor journal, returned 
home from Indianapolis and wrote an 
editorial which appeared Saturday.

Assembly, stating 
that Powderly is the ruling mind of the 
convention, packed in the interest of the 
General Master Workman, and that 
Powderly and Lichiman were afraid of 
publicity, and therefore both of them 
ere ready to make peace promptly and 
did so at tne first chance. 
Powderly took the floor this afternoon 
and made a vigorous denial and denun­ 
ciation of the whole matter. His speech 
was pointed and emphatic and was 
greeted with frequent and hearty ap­ 
plause. 
A resolution was introduced 
apd referred to the committee to the 
effect that whenever a member of the 
order shall, through the public pres», 
make accusations 
of 
misdemeanor 
against members and officials of the or­ 
der without having first made and sus­ 
tained these accusations before a proper 
court of the order, he lays himself open 
to immediate expulsion by the General 
Executive Board, without trial.

These dellcloua «talks 
are m arketed In all th e Eastern cities and even 
fyid their way, In refrigerator cars, to San 
t ranciaco, Texas and Florida, and arrive in ex 
cellent condition after th eir loug journev 
Celery is king at Kalamazoo. 
Why can we not make a record like 
this? 


To develop the jrossibilities of this sec­ 
tion as a beet root sugar producer. Here 
Í9 the way they are doing it up North : 
The W atsonville Pajnroninn of November 3d 
saya th at next Monday will be pay-day for the 
l>eet farm ers. 
It ia expected that not less than 
#40,000 w ill be paid out for beets th at day 
About 200 tons of sugar have been sent to the 
refinery from the beet factory. Sam ples of the 
sugar are equal In color to th e better grades of 
i-olored sugar, are very sw eet au d th e crystals 
are very large aud clear. 
The whole country lying south of Ana­ 
heim around Garden Grove, W estmin­ 
ster and eastward to below Newport 
harbor offers the very best soil in the 
world for beet growing. 
This end of the 
State is 500 miles from San Francisco. 
A refinery might and should be started 
here.

‘W hen, some ten or twelve years ago,

Lick Observatory of 
California 
ordered ol' Mr. A]van C lark, of Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., a thirty-four-iuch object 
glasB for a telescope, the size seemed so 
preposterous that, taken in connection 
with the rather ominous nam e of the 
donor of the funds, it looked like a fair 
and square notice to the universe that 
California 
intended 
to 
lick 
the 
whole 
astronomical 
world, 
W ash­ 
ington, 
Greenwich, 
Paris 
and 
St. 
Petersburg included. 
W hat was more 
to the purpose, she actually did it. 
A glass of such power was constructed as 
to bring the moon within 200 miles of 
San Francisco, and so to furnish its citi­ 
zens with a lunar line im measurably 
shorter than CQuld be boasted by any 
rival city. 
One would think that that 
weie laurels enough for a State ccarcely 
forty years old. 
But no, the glorkua 
spirit of brag, finally developed a9 it may 
be on the Atlantic coast, swells to sub- 
limer proportions when it catches eight 
of the immeasurable Pacific. Everything 
in California has to be on the scale of the 
Pacific. The trees m ust be 400 feet high, 
and potatoes four to the bushel. Why 
not, equally, observatories. 
For some 
time, therefore, ardent spirits in the 
StateJiave been chafing over the idea of 
having the moon as much as 200 miles 
away. It has been making them feel bo 
lonely that at last the dieconteDt has 
found vent on a pecuniary scale so im­ 
mense that the University of Southern 
California has been empowered to order 
of Mr. Clark a forty-two inch lens, that 
will bring the moon within a distance of 
sixty miles, and so serve Mr. Lick him 
self with the same sauce with which he 
served the rest of the world.
